Human blood derived from a group "В" person was 
identified on specimens 91, Q3, and Q4, as well as in specimens 
Q6, Q8, Q9 and Q10, No blood of any other group was found on or 
in the specimens. Human biood, too limited in amount for 
grouping tests, was identified on specimen. Q2. The results of 
chemical tests indicated the possible presence of faint blood 
smears on the Q3 hat, but the amount of material in the smears 
was insufficient for confirmatory blood analyses. 


It was not possible to determine whether or not the 
glass of Q2 and Q6 originated from the same lens or lenses. 
The giass from the lenses of Q4 is missing and most of the fragments 
of Q2 and Q6 are too minute for a glass fracture comparison.

SAC Paul H. Stoddard of the Milwaukee Office advised tonight 
that an Agent, accompanied by two local law enforcement officers, dis- 
covered the body of captioned individual buried in the basement of an 
unused building at Bong Air Force Base, an abandoned installation located 
some 20 miles west of Kenosha, Wisconsin. The body was buried in lime 
in the frozen earth and identification was effected by Joe Biernat, brother 
of the deceased, Due to the extreme cold, the body had not been: effected 
to an extensive degree by the lime. 





SAC Stoddard advised that his Agents had followed out a tip 
received from a woman who reported she had seen two men at the abandoned 
airfield, a fact which she considered suspicious. As a result, Agents 
spearheaded a search of buildings in the area. Although since the body 
was found in Wisconsin and there does not appear to be a violation of the 
Federal Kidnaping laws, Agents will remain on the scene to assist with 
the excavating of the body and the conducting of a crime scene search. 


By way of background, this is the case involving the disappearance 
on 1-7-63, of Anthony J. Biernat, a juke box operator and associate of J 5 
hoodiums in the Kenosha, Wisconsin, area. As a result of a request of Б 
the Áttorney General by the Governor of Wisconsin on 1-24-63, the FBI was 
requested to render all possible assistance to help in the solution of the 
disappearance of Biernat. On 1-26-63, eleven Agents from Milwaukee 
(Headquarters City) were sent to Kenosha to assist in this matter.

The Attorney General telephoned shortly after six o'clock and advise 
that he had just received a telephone call from the Governor of Wisconsin concerning 
this case which involves the disappearance of Anthony J. Biernat, a jukebox 
distributor of Kenosha, Wisconsin, on 1/7/63. The Governor asked the Attorney 
General for investigation by the FBI under the Federal Kidnaping Statute, it being 
noted that Biernat had been attacked and dragged into an automobile. 


The Attorney General asked if there was any reason why we shouldn't 
conduct the investigation. It was pointed out to him that we had been following this 
matter with the local authorities and had kept him informed of developments 
including the fact that the Governor of Wisconsin had indicated he was going to 
call the Attorney General and get the FBI to investigate. I told the Attorney General 
further that all of the facts here seemed to point to a crime of robbery since the 
victim habitually carried large sums of money and went to the railroad station late 
each evening to buy papers. The Attorney General was also informed that we had 
offered to be of assistance to the police who were investigating; had made available 
the: services of our identification and laboratory divisions and had handied out-of- 
state leads for the police. I told him it seemed this cooperation should be suffi Sy 
nevertheless the Attorney General was further informed that there could yer д 
political.eonsiderations involved in the Governor's request because it had bée 
reported that he and the State Attorney General were at odds; that the State renibus 
General had hired a private investigator to inquire into the crime and there was the 
whole background of the State Grand Jury inquiry in Wisconsin into alleged local 
corruption. Another reason for not investigating advanced to the Attorney General 

e the fact that this crime did not differ in any material degree to those occurring 
$ 








frequently in all parts of the country and obviously the Federal Government can't. * 
investigate every time a person disappears. 


These arguments fell on deaf ears. The Attorney General said that he 
had read our memorandum advising him that the Governor was going to telephone 
and that actually the Governor hadn't been "trying to throw his weight around" but 
had made a simple deferential plea for assistance. The Attorney Genera] said he

had been informed of the inefficiency of the Kenosha police and he was aware 
of the political differences which the Governor had with the local authorities. А 
The Attorney General expressed the feeling that the Governor ої Wisconsin 57 
is a competent, honest public official whom he wanted to assist, The Attorney 
General paid a little attention to the thoughts advanced by us because he indicated 
he did not feel we should completely take over the case but should assist the 
local authorities by conducting investigation to determine if a federal violation 

| had occurred. He said that if the investigation established there hadn't been a

federal violation then we could, of course, withdraw from the case. The 
Attorney General asked that I get in touch with| ^ ]his public relations 
officer on the exact language that would be used to answer any press inquiries. 
After informing Mr. Belmont of the foregoing and that the Attorney General had 
not been told whether we would or would not investigate Isaw[| | ^ . ] who 
simply lifted the Attorney General's words and said that while the Department 
wouldn't put anything out to the press, if he received any inquiries he would merely 
indicate the FBI was rendering every assistance possible to the local authorities 
and that investigation was being conducted to determine if a federal criminal 
violation had occurred. The Attorney General subsequently approved this 
proposed answer. Í

After Mr. Belmont talked with the Director, Mr. Rosen issued 
instructions telephonically to the SAC at Milwaukee to conduct investigation 
in this case and to keep the Bureau advised of developments. Any press inquiries 
received by the FBI are to be answered stating that we are extending every 
assistance to help in the solution of this case.

This is to advise that the Chief of Police, Kenosha, Wisconsin, has 
requested Bureau assistance in connection with the investigation involving 


Anthony J. Biernat, the jukebox distributor of Kenosha who has been missing 
since 1/7/63. 


BACKGROUND OF CASE 


. . Anthony J. Biernat, who operated the Lakeside Music Company of 
Kenosha, Wisconsin, was last seen on the evening of 1/7/63. His automobile 
was found on a*parking lot of the Chicago and North Shore Railroad Depot at 
Kenosha-on 1/8/63. His overcoat, covered with blood, was found in the immediate 
area. Biernat's hat and the keys to his automobile were found near the car. 
Witnesses advised they observed three unknown men in the vicinity of the railroad 
depot about 10:00 p. m., 1/7/63. These men allegedly attacked a person of 


Biernat's description and dragged the man into a Ford automobile which left the 
Scene.

Our Milwaukee Office has maintained close liaison with the Kenosha‏ 
Police Department for any possible evidence indicating a Federal violation‏ 


within our jurisdiction. We have offered the facilities of our Identification 
Division and Laboratory to local authorities. 


Former Special Agent Clark E. Lovrien advised our Milwaukee Office 
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Memorandum to Mr. Belmont 
Re: ANTHONY J. BIERNAT 


Reynolds. We advised the Attorney General that the Milwaukee Office was 
maintaining close liaison with the Kenosha Police Department and the facilities 
of our Identification Division and Laboratory had been offered to the local 
authorities. 


CHIEF OF POLICE REQUESTS FBI ASSISTANCE 


The Milwaukee Office has advised that a letter was received on 
1/23/63 from Stanley G. Haukedahl, Chief of Police, Kenosha, Wisconsin, 
advising that police investigation had not disclosed the whereabouts of Biernat 
nor had his assailants been identified. Chief Haukedahl advised that, while 
the Resident Agents at Kenosha had been of great help, efforts to date had 
been of no avail and the Chief expressed the belief that Biernat had possibly 
been transported in interstate commerce against his will since Kenosha is 
located only about six miles from the Illinois state line. Chief Haukedahl 
asked that his letter be considered as a formal, confidential request to 
officially assist in the investigation. 


The SAC of the Milwaukee Office has recommended that the FBI 
not formally enter this case in the absence of any indication of interstate 
transportation of Biernat and for the added reason that Biernat bas in the past 
been in contact with individuals known to be involved in racketeering in the 
State of Wisconsin. 


ACTION TAKEN 


The Milwaukee Office has been instructed to inform Kenosha Police 
Chief Haukedahl that as originally offered we will continue to make available 
the services of the FBI Laboratory and Identification Division for any 
examinations his department may request and will cover any out-of-state leads 
that may develop in this matter. In this connection, the Milwaukee Office has 
already handled one out-of-state lead at the request of local authorities. The 
Milwaukee Office will render every assistance. 


This matter is being closely followed with the Milwaukee Office and 
you will be advised of pertinent developments.

ln regard to the above, it is noted that Victim BIEBNAT con- 
sumed his last known meal at approximately 6:00 p.m, On January 
7, 1963, consisting of pork chops, raw onions, rye bread and 
coffee. 


It is noted that the doctor who performed the autopsy advised 
that the stomach appearéd to contain vegetable matter, оов- 
sibly onion, some beans, white meat which is possibly pork, 
and coagulated material, possibly milk. It was stated that 
the contents are partially advanced in digestive process for 
the stomach.

because it was covered with blood on the inside, The other two 
buttons are still missing.

has been operating in this area since about 1941. Additionally 

he has had a contract for juke boxes and has 19 of them placed 

on the Naval Training Station at Great Lakes, Illinois. Prior 

to coming to Kenosha he is reported to have been a juke box 
repairman in Chicago, and it is known from Chicago sources 

that he is known personally to several hoodlum-connected indi- 
viduals in the juke box business in Chicago. b6 
above, BIERNAT has[ | | For his routes, bc 
Additionally, he is associated with one EDDIE GRIFFEN, who 

has eoin operazed amusement devices in the same locations as 
BIERNAT has his juke boxes. 


BIERNAT has no unsavory background so far as is known in Kenosha 
or elsewhere. Likewise, he is reputed to be a good family man, 
regular Church-goer and of comfortable middle-class circumstances. 
Lt is noted, however, that he was known to carry considerable 
amounts of money on his person, in the neighborhood of $500 to 
$800 and was in the habit of flashing this roll of bills in 
public places. |

POSSIBLE MOTIVES FOR BIERNAT'S ASSAULT AND DISAPPEARANCE 


The Kenosha Police Department advised that at the outset they 
considered this a robbery based on the fact that BIERNAT carried 
sizable sums of money on his person and in view of first 
p accounts that the assailants were in their early 
wenties, 


Another theory advanced by the Kenosha Police Department jis to 

the effect that KORBEL may have had something to do with BIERNAT's 
disappearance. This theory is supported by the knowledge that 
KORBEL and Mrs.. BIERNAT are very closely associated since his 
disappearance though no overt acts are reported. Additionally, 
KORBEL left the North Shore Station in a rather unusual manner 
just prior to BIERNAT's assault which fact raises suspicion in

the minds of some of the investigating officers. Thirdly, KORBEL 
has no known means of income and is the type of individual who 
appears to some of the investigating officers to be withholding 
pertinent information relative to his activities and associations 
with the missing man. 





Another possible motive is based on the following information

As previously advised, Victim BIERNAT was reportedly last seen 
at Kenosha, Wisconsin on 1/7/63 and was apparently beaten 
severely about the head at a Kenosha railroad depot апа placed 
in an automobile, Information has been developed that Victim 
BIERNAT struck one of his assailants, causing this individual 
to bleed and the wound required medical attention, 


Victim's body was found on 1/28/63 in a grave dug in the basement 
of an abandoned farm home in Kenosha County, Wisconsin, His 
body was covered with lime and dirt, A portion of a lime. соп» 
tainer was recovered and the company which manufactured the lime 
is known, Efforts are now being made to locate where the lime 
was obtained, 


The canvas material, Specimen 43, was found in the grave about 
one foot below the surface and was covered with dirt, A quantity 
of planks, pieces of metal, pieces of an earthen crock, etc, 

was found on top of the grave and had apparently been placed 
there by Subjects in an effort to hide the grave. Numerous 
papers, parts of cloth and pieces of wood were found scattered 
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throughout the basement as well as numerous blood stains, The 
Victim!s hands were bound with wire and a piece of the wire. 
was around his throat;

The pieces of clay have been designated as specimens 
0104 through 0109. The rock has been designated 0110, 


The toolaarks on the pieces of clay appear to have 
been produced by a small shovel of the type carried by members 
of the Armed Forces for digging trenches, or a garden shovel 
of comparable size. It was possibile to identify the sane 
concave surface of the shovel used with the clay pieces numbered 
9104, 0105, 0106, 0107 апа 9109. Specimen 0108 represents the 
convex surface of the shovel used, The marks on these clay

Specimen 9118 and the two pieces of wire constituting 
Q120 are "JKT Station" telephone wires. Each one of these wires 
has four No. 20 American Wire Gauge copper-coated steel wires 
individually insulated and color coded. The individual conductors 
are green, yellow, black and red which are standard colors for 
this type wire. Specimen 0118 did not originate from either one

This is supported by 
the fact that he has prepared and is forwarding to the Milwaukee 
Office a letter, which was joined in by the Sheriff's Office, 
requesting the FBI to continue its assistance. On the basis of 
the background available to the Bureau and the fact that the 
Governor previously called the Attorney General asking for 
assistance, it is reasonable to assume that he will continue to 
maintain this same position now, even though the body has been 
found, inasmuch as obviously this was a planned murder. We have 
aiso checked with SAC Stoddard concerning the status of the 
Air Force Base, and he has advised that his check so far indicates 
that it is nak Government property, which would eliminate the 

|possibiiity of a Crime on a Government Reservation. On the 
basis of the above situation it appears that we shouid continue 
to inquire into the situation, as we may come up with a racket 
case which might have a bearing on organized crime in Kenosha 
as well as Milwaukee.

It is felt that the use of the polygraph may be an important factor

STANLEY (NMN) MILLER,'6206 64th Street, Kenosha, Wisconsin, who is 
moving to Box 881, Route 1, Kenosha, Wisconsin, grew up in Kenosha 
and is well acquainted with the gambling element, the operators of 
coin machines and many other persons, In 1935 he ran juke boxes 

and coin operated devices and in that year hired ANTHONY J, BIERNAT 
as a mechanic to service his machines.  BIERNAT was.then employed 

by the Buckley Manufacturing Company in Chicago. When MILLER went 
into the Army in 1941 he sold his juke box and coin machine business 
to BIERNAT, permitting BIERNAT to pay for the business out of earnings. 
Upon returning from the service in 1945 MILLER went into business 
selling juke boxes and other coin operated machines. He had several 
distributorships. In 1950, however, he quit. this business to operate 
a booking establishment in Kenosha in partnership with TOM WILLIAMS, 
now deceased, of Illinois. The book continued for about a year, 

but was raided and discontinued after it received a good deal of 
publicity from the "Milwaukee Journal." After the book closed 
MILLER (according to his own statement) went into tbe business of 
selling used cars. He has had no other employment. About eight or 
nine months ago he had an operation which virtually put an end to 
his car sales, although he still holds a license,

Т saw the Attorney General on Friday evening, 2/8/63, 
and advised him of the results of the conference between 
SAC Stoddard and Governor’ Reynolds of Wisconsin. The 
Attorney General was informed that, as a matter of regular 
procedure, the FBI disseminates to appropriate state and local 
officials information relating to matters within the jurisdiction 
of such officials; and, therefore, in line with this, the 
Governor of Wisconsin would be informed of any pertinent 
information relating to the Kenosha Police Department. 


With reference to our withdrawing from the 
investigation of the Biernat murder, the FBI would not make any 
formal press release. The Attorney General was told, however, 
that if we received any inquiry we would have to answer this 
by saying we had discontinued our investigation when the body 
was found in Wisconsin, thus showing no Federal kidnapping 
violation had occurred, 


The Attorney General indicated that under the 
circumstances he thought this was entirely proper and that we 
should withdraw from the murder investigation itself.

Insofar as the opinion of the Assistant U, S, Attorney is 
concerned, this seems to be unsound and as we do not have any facts 
in our possession justifying his opinion, to call a Federal Grand Jury 
or to issue process, his opinion would be most premature. Stoddard 
stated he agreed thoroughly with this. 


I pointed out to Stoddard that inasmuch as he had agreed 
with the above observations that it was reasonable to expect that we 
would continue to cover suggested leads in view of the definite possi- 
bility of a tie in with organized crime and syndicate operations. _ 


I pointed out that insofar as press comment was concerned 
it would seem that the less he said the better off we would be. It was 
pointed out, however, that if we had to take a position obviously our 
position would be that we are rendering such aid as we can through 
the use of our Identification Division and Laboratory facilities and the 
covering of out-of-state leads. 


With reference to the request of the chief of police at 
Kenosha and the sheriff for our continued assistance, we have not 
received his letter and when it was received it would be. given 
appropriate reply.

NO FEDERAL JURISDICTION DEVELOPED 


The above is therefore the position of the Attorney General in this 
matter and additional developments appear to justify that the Bureau discontinue 
its investigation at this time into the Biernat murder case inasmuch as the 
investigation has not disclosed a Federal criminal violation and there is no 
Federal kidnaping violation since the body was found in the State of Wisconsin. 
This therefore eliminates the possibility of a violation of the Federal kidnaping 
statute. We have checked on the locale where the body was found and initially 
it was thought this was a Government reservation. It has been established 
this was a deactivated Air Force base and, according to the Assistant Attorney 
General of the State of Wisconsin, he had no knowledge of a record to show 
that the State of Wisconsin ever ceded any criminal jurisdiction of Bong Air 
Force Base to the U. S. Government. If such ceding of state jurisdiction to 
the Federal Government of Bong Air Force Base would have occurred, it would 
have required the issuance of a certificate signed by the Governor of the State 

‘and no such document was on file. This therefore eliminated the possibility of 
a Crime on Government Reservation violation. 
REFERENCE TO HOODLUMS 

With further reference to the question of jurisdiction, there were 
numerous allegations that hoodlums in Northern Illinois, Wisconsin, and Missouri 
might have an interest in the Kenosha area and that the possibility might exist 
this murder was a hoodlum-inspired one arising out of the raekets. One such 
allegation was to the effect that a local doctor apparently gambled considerable 
sums of money at a club in Illinois and that one of the possible suspects in the 
murder case could be an individual named Dominick Principe of Wisconsin, 
who apparently was treated by the doctor in Illinois for an injury alleged to 
have occurred during the assault of Biernat. There are allegations that Kansas 
City interests were trying to muscle in on activities in Kenosha, that there was 

| a possibility of connections with the Chicago hoodlum organization, etc. None 
t of these allegations indicated there was a Federal violation in existence. 
GAMBLING AND ORGANIZED CRIME ASPECT 
` "The possibility of interest and influence from out of the State ої 
Wisconsin pertains primarily to the fact that the Kenosha area appears to be 
subject to attempts on the part of certain groups from within the State and 
outside the State to control gambling and related rackets in the Kenosha area. 














In view of our interest in the over-all problem of organized crime 
and in view of the possibility that some of these top hoodlums mentioned might 
be tied in with the situation in Kenosha, we contacted informants and conducted 
other background investigation to try to develop information, not only with 
reference to organized crime but with the thought in mind that anything that 
might be developed might have a bearing on the Biernat case.

In spite of the fact that we have offered our cooperation to the 

Chief of Police, recent developments would indicate that the Bureau should 
take a positive position with the Chief and not let his request remain unclarified. 
It is recalled that on 1/29/63 he addressed a letter to SAC Stoddard pointing 
out that the Kenosha County Sheriff and he were hopeful that the splendid Agents 
of the FBI would continue to participate in the investigation of the Biernat case, 
despite the fact that the body had been found in Kenosha County. He pointed 
out that this was merely a follow-up confirming a conversation which he had 
had with Stoddard so that the FBI might have an official request in the file of 
the Milwaukee Office. The Chief pointed out he was grateful for the outstanding 
help provided by Stoddard and Agents of the Milwaukee Office on the case and 
that this was merely another indication of both the cooperation and efficiency 
of the Milwaukee Office. 
REASONS FOR DISCONTINUING INVESTIGATION OF MURDER CASE 

1. In order that there will be no misunderstanding and in view of the 
action of the Chief on 2/1/63, it would seem therefore that the above should be 
clarified. Just what are the facts ^ which would justify that the Bureau take a a 
positive position at. at this time: Briefly, the they a are as is follows: 

а. On 2/1/63, the Chief called 17 hoodlums and gamblers to the City 
Hall in Kenosha. He talked with those that appeared on the invitation and he 
read a prepared statement to the group indicating the Governor told him he 
must clean up organized crime in Kenosha. He said he told them that the 
existence of organized crime was unknown to him but that they, as reputed 
gamblers, could help and he was prepared to put uniformed men at their places 
of business, if necessary, to take any other action to stop the alleged inroad 
of organized crime to Kenosha. He said he asked their help and indicated 
that as a result of the Biernat case he now believes there is some organized 
criminal activity in Kenosha. The political implications of this procedure 
are indicated by the fact that the Chief's actions in calling the above meeting 
were approved by the Mayor, Chairman of the City Council, and other civic leaders 
and it was to be a help-seeking meeting not calculated to embarrass or harass 
the reputed gamblers.

3. In addition to the absence of any Federal violation so far developed 
and in view of the fact that Haukedahl apparently is holding out on us, this is 
| further reason why we should take a firm stand and get out of the Biernat case ТЕ 
at this time. To support this we have learned that Haukedahland Lt.|[ C  ] с 
who has been maintaining liaison with our Agents in Kenosha went to Lake 
Zurich, Illinois, and talked with Dominick Principe, previously mentioned. 
as being the prime suspect in this case. We found out Haukedahl had done 
this without our knowledge and when advised of this he said that he didn't 
ask us or tellus about it às he thought we were out of Kenosha, (This is not 
borne out by the facts as both the Chief and the Lieutenant knew we had Agents 
| in Kenosha and, as a matter of fact, had asked us to continue to participate 
in the investigation even though the body had been found in the State of Wisconsin. ) 
The further lack of good faith is evidenced by Haukedahl's position that he 
didn't consider Principe a suspect but merely wanted to talk to him to "plant a 
seed." He also talked to another hoodlum, a suspect in this case, on the same 
day they talked to Principe. Both of them were in Illinois. 





4. The Milwaukee Office advises that Haukedahl has furnished as little 
as possible of the results of his interviews and that the only information the 
FBI obtains is that which is solicited in answer to direct questions and the 
Milwaukee Office considers the motives and activities of Haukedahl questionable. 


9. We have moved cautiously in this matter even though the body of 
Biernat was found in Wisconsin and there was no evidence of kidnaping 
because of the obvious interest which the Governor of Wisconsin initially exerted 
in obtaining the Attorney General's interest in the situation. 


6. In view of the relationship of the Governor with the Attorney General 

the time did not seem proper to recommend that the FBI immediately pull out 

| of the Biernat murder case once the body was found in Wisconsin and there was 
no evidence of any Federal Kidnaping violation within the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Government. This decision was further influenced by the fact that 

| there had been numerous allegations to Ше effect that the hoodlum element was 
involved and the possibility of organized crime being responsible for the murder 
could be significant. We were also influenced in our thinking by the fact that 
if we attempted to take a strong position immediately upon finding the body, 
without letting the situation jell sufficiently, the Governor of Wisconsin might 
again seek to push us into this matter. We were aware of his strong feelings 
in connection with the John Doe Grand Jury which he initiated in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, and of his continuing interesi in this situation there.

RECOMMENDED ACTION 


1. It appears that the situation has now sufficiently jelled so that we 
are in a position to have the SAC at Milwaukee contact Haukedahl and 
Specifically tell him that since the body of Biernat was found in the State of 
Wisconsin, we are withdrawing from the investigation of the murder of 
Biernat; however, the facilities of the Laboratory and Identification Divisions 
will continue to be made available and if any lead develops out of state, we 
will consider assisting if specifically requested. 





2. It is also felt that we should let the Attorney General know of the 


, current activities of the Chief of the Kenosha Police Department and advise 

| the Attorney General that we are discontinuing our effort in connection with 

| the murder of Biernat, as such. We can also advise the Attorney General of 
| the Laboratory and Identification Division facilities which we are continuing 

i to make available to the Chief by way of rendering assistance. We can also 

| point out that at the present time our assistance is evidenced by the fact that 

| we are conducting numerous Laboratory examinations. requested by the Police 
' Department and the Sheriff's Office in this case. 


3. The Attorney General may bring up the possibility that hoodlums or 
organized crime might be involved, as obviously he doesn't think robbery was 
the motive in the Biernat murder case. If this question comes up, the Attorney 
General can certainly be advised the position with reference to the hoodlums' 
organized crime continues to be of interest to us and we are investigating such 
matters under our criminal intelligence top hoodlum program and in connection 
therewith we will, of course, remain alert to the fact that some of these 
hoodlums may be in a position to furnish information concerning the murder 
of Biernat. 


The above seems to be a sound position in view of all of the 
factors existing and in view of current developments, it would appear that 
the absence of any facts indicating a Federal violation would indicate that 
we are on most tenable grounds in setting forth the above position for approval.

"| Ше investigation of this murder case we would nevertheless continue our investigation 

of criminal intelligence matters generally. This would enable us to learn more as 
to organized crime in Southern Wisconsin and its possible tie in with Chicago and 
Kansas City. The Attorney General said that he could certainly appreciate our ` 
position and recognized that the responsibility for investigating the murder case 
properly rested with the local authorities. He said, however, before we reached 
a final decision as to further action he thought it might be better if he called 
Governor Reynolds of Wisconsin on the telephone and spoke with him. The Attorney 
General said he would do this as soon as possible and would be in touch with us. 


It would seem that the Attorney General got us into this case at the 
request of the Governor and doesn't want to agree to our getting out of the case 
without talking with the Governor first even though he knows there is no federal 
kidnaping and jurisdiction rightfully belongs to the local authorities.
